The business which we 
do, that the West Shore would got, is not a 
flea-lnto to the real business. Most of these 
new competitive linos are started with the idea 
of capturing a large amount of business from 
old-established lines. That is no way to start 
railroads. 
Tho ones at present established 


aro capable of handling the business, and so 
long -is they do u satisfac'lory is it likely that 
their customers will patronize- a new road un- 
less it offers some special concessions in tho 
way of cheap transportation, etc. ? Now, they 
caiinot cut below the existing' rates ar.d make 
a cent of. money, and on ovu'u competition it 
will take them years to build up even a decent 
business. 


Mr. Yandc'rbilt further stated that the Lake 


Shore road owned 15,000 cars.whi'iO the rolling 
Block of tho "nickel plate" cost $o,000,000, and 
was all owned by a rolling stock company. 


AH to the statement that the Lake Shore 


stock was watered, ho said that such was not 
the case; that tho plant could not again bo re- 
produced for tho capital which it represented, 
viz. , SU1 ,000,000.

The Senses of Ants. 


In his rceent work on ants, bees fine 


wasps, Sir John Lubbock gives the resul 
of some- highly interesting experiment 
with ants, from which ho deduces somi 
remarkable facts in regard to the exercise 
of their senses. 


So fnr as the sense of vision of these 


insects ia concerned there is still mucl 
that is enigmatical, yet the investigation 
by-this scientist seem to solve certaii 
otuestions in relation to their vision. Ac 
cording to this scientist, ants have, o 
some- of them have, two sets of eyes; om. 
set consisting of two large compoum 
eyes, one on each side of- the head. 
The 


'other set is situated on, the summit of tin 
head. 
These latter, called ocelli, an 


three in number. It is believed that tin 
image produced by the ocslli must b 
.altogether different 
from the pictur 


given by the compound eyes.

ocelli, or simple, probably see in the sanv 
manner as ours do. The compound eye 
consist pf a number of fa.q.ets, each situa 
ted at tfe auniniit of a, tube, ,to the bas 
of wliicli runs" a fibre of the. optic nerve 
There are two distinct theories as to th 
mode of vision of tho compound eye& 
One theory is tlint cash facet takes ii 
only a small- portion, of the field, whil 
the other 
ia that each facet 
act 


as a separate eye. The first theory isth 
one more generally accepted. The ex 
itent of this sense in ants is still a matte 
Isf speculation! 


The sense of hearing in a'nts is almos 


entirely absent. . It. is maintained by 
some ^utHorifciqJ that they have th 
power of hearing in a slight degree, bu 
the experiments of- Sir John Lubbocl 
indicate almost conclusively that thej 
are deaf to the sounds distinguishable t 
the human ear. Ithas been supposed b; 
iSome authors that ants have the power o" 
communicnting with eachoth^r by spunc 


• at sjme distance apart, but by a series o 
.interesting and conclusive experiment

long attack on Sebastapol, the numerous 
bombardments of tho Malakoff and the 
Redan without any decisive effect.brough 
vividly before men's minds the Value o: 
earthworks, especially when the defenses 
are likely to be attacked by heavy guns 
The artillery of the defenders wassilencec 
over and over again, and the works be 
came mere heaps of rubbish; but the 
silence of the pieces only meant tha: 
they were placed out of fire for the time, 
and the rubbish heaps bristled agair 
with guns in a day or two, sometimes in 
one night. 
After rifled guns were intro- 


duced the same fact was observed, aac 
became even more prominent, because 
tho elongated shells had a far greater ef- 
fect on masonry than the round projec- 
tiles of the old smooth-bore. The rifled 
guns of the Federals were very bad In 
tho American civil war, but they were 
enough for masonry defenses; arid in the 
Danish campaign of 1SG4, and in the 
great wars which followed, we rind hard- 
ly anything done by guns against earth- 
works. The Itaiuui fleet bombarded tfre 
defenses of the Island of Lissa before tho 
sea fight of that name, and were driven 
oft' by tlie forts; but again in this caso 
tlie few rifled guns possessed by theahips 
were of what would now be considered 
very inferior quality, and the batteries 
wero on heights. 
Even in experimental 


practice at Hhoeburyness and elsewhere, 
every target of masonry, or even iron, 
that could be erected was quickly dis- 
posed of by the guns, yet no one over 
thought of destroying tho butt which is 
used at Woolwich for the proof of guns. 
In fact, all artillery firing, greater small, 
experimental or in actual war, has told

G. | ry to earthworks as a means of defense. 


The masonry forts of Paris were 


breached and set on fire by tha German 
guns, while the earthen German batteries 
sullbred or escaped just in proportion as 
they were built with ordinary well-shaped 
parapets, or consisted of guns sunk in the 
slopes of mounds of earth. The works of 
Plevna were fortified hill tops and sides; 
only earth and wood wore employed in 
their formation; yet they resisted the fire 
of many guns for a long time, and re- 
mained serviceable to the last. There is 
nothing really new in the information 
telegraphed to us by our correspondent 
that the earthworks of Alexandria re- 
sisted better than the masonry; but one 
more argument is added to tho many 
which already exist on the subject.

may be that there must be some masonry 
in the works of tho great fortresses; but 
it is now plainer than ever that it should 
be got rid of as much as possible, and so 
arranged that in time of war' it can be 
protected witli earth,

>Vas Biiiiyuii a Gypsy? 


Dixl Bunyan come of a gypsy race? 


This is the question which .Mr. James 
Simson discusses in the pamphlet which 
he has just published, and which he 
answers ia the affirmative. 
The starting 


point of the controversy is in a passage 
in Bunyan's autobiography wherein he 
says: "For niy descent it was, as is well 
known by many, of a low and inconsid- 
erable generation, my lather's house be- 
ing of tnat rank which is meanest and 
the most despised of all the families in 
the land." Those who refuse to believe 
that the illustrsous author of the "Pil- 
grims Progress" was of a gypsy race 
contend that this means simply that his 
family were tinkers. 
On the other side, 


it is urged that the reference here is 
rather to blood than to any occupation. 
If Bunyan did not intend to do more 
than allude to the fact that his family 
were tinkers, his language wiis in this in- 
stance wanting in the simplicity which 
is characteristic of his immortal allegory. 
Those who deny that Bunyau came of a 
gypsy race lay great stress upon .the 
fact that they Imve evidence of there 
being Bunyans in the country long be- 
fore the gypsies arrived in England. 
They poinl out, too, that Bunyan was 
not of a swarthy complexion, but was a 
man of "fairish appearance." Mr. Sim- 
bcn 
does not trouble 
himself much 


about all this. He says that the whole 
mystery is solved by "the simple idea of 
a gypsy family settling in the neighbor- 
hoocl of native families of 'influence, 
whose surnames they assumed,and making 
Elstow their headquarters or residence, 
as was the uniform custom of the tribe 
all over Great Britain." This is really- 
all the evidence forthcoming on the sub-. 
:jcet. We do not suppose that the great' 
est admirers of Bunyan would object to 
his being proved to have been_a gypsy If 
proof could be produced, but it is hardly 
likely that they will be preparetj to in-
